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PREFACE. 

N  a  little  cemetery  connected  with  a  small  church  situated  in 
Locust  Valley,  about  four  miles  south  of  Mahanoy  City,  wag 
an  unmarked  grave.  Here  lies  buried  John  Stauffer,  one 
of  the  pioneers  of  this  section,  and  one  of  the  forefathers  of 
the  Stauffer  family  scattered  throughout  the  various  parts  of 
the  countr}'. 

In  September,  1909,  several  of  the  descendants  of  this  early 
settler,  by  request  of  J.  M.  Stauffer,  of  Hazleton,  Pa.,  met  at  the 
home  of  E.  K.  Stauffer,  Ringtown,  Pa.  It  was  there  stated  that  the 
grave  of  John  Stauffer  was  uncared  for  and  was  without  memorial 
tablet  or  mark  of  any  kind.  It  was  the  universal  opinion  of  those 
present  that  a  suitable  tablet  to  his  memory  should  be  erected  by  his 
numerous  descendants,  in  the  cemetery  wherein  he  lies  buried. 

To  further  this  work  an  organization  was  formed  which  is  to 
be  known  as  the  John  Stauffer  Mkmoriai<  Association.  Of 
this  organization  J.  M.  Stauffer,  of  Hazleton,  was  elected  President; 
Cecilia  Stauffer,  Secretary,  and  E.  K.  Stauffer,  Treasurer.  All  the 
surviving  grandchildren  of  John  Stauffer,  who  have  reached  the  age 
of  70  years  or  more,  to  act  as  Vice  Presidents.  In  families  where 
none  have  reached  that  age,  the  oldest  member  of  the  family  shall  be 
a  vice  president  of  the  Association. 

\  /The  year  1910  being  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  landing  of 
the-^tauffers  in  America,  some  day  during  the  summer  of  this  year, 
was  set  apart  for  the  celebration  of  that  event  and  the  unveiling 
of  this  memorial  tablet.  All  the  descendants  of  the  said  John  Stauf- 
fer^are  considered  members  of  this  Memorial  Association,  and  all  were 
by  this  letter  invited  to  come  to  the  little  cemetery  on  this  anniver- 
sary day  to  become  better  acquainted  with  each  other  and  to  take  part 
in  a  program  rendered  there.  Members  of  other  branches  of 
the  Stauffer  family  were  invited  to  be  present  on  this  occasion. 
The  program  consisted  of  a  history  of  the  Stauffer  family,  the 
delivery  of  an  oration,  the  reading  of  a  poem  for  the  occasion,  music, 
etc.  This  program,  with  a  record  of  the  events  of  anniversary  day, 
and  a  complete  family  record  or  family  tree  is  herein  printed  for  all 
who  wish  a  copy. 

To  all  those  interested  in  the  history  of  the  Stauffer  family,  the 
following  pages  are  therefore  inscribed.

O  God,  as  faithful  sons  and  daughters  of  our  worthy  fathers

After  the  unveiling  of  the  monument,  the  assemblage  gathered 
in  the  church  connected  with  the  cemetery  where  the  remainder  of 
the  program  was  rendered. 
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In  the  name  of  the  John  Stauffer  Memorial  Association 
I  greet  you  and  bid  you  welcome. 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  me  and  the  Committee  to  see 
such  a  good  gathering  here  to-day. 

We  have  met  here  to-day  for  a  three  fold  purpose  : 

■First.  To  celebrate  and  commemorate  the  200th  An- 
niversary of  the  Landing  of  the  Stauffers  in  this  country. 
History  and  Tradition  tell  us  in  the  Spring  of  1710,  they 
came  and  settled  at  or  near  Valley  Forge.  Hans  Stauffer 
is  buried  in  a  Menonite  Cemetery  near  Valley  Forge.  From 
there  they  have  gone  out  to  inhabit  this  broad  land  of  ours, 
for  the  Secretary  has  had  responses  from  Moose  Head, 
Maine,  to  San  Francisco,  California;  from  Butte,  Montana, 
to  New  Orleans  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

Second.  We  are  here  to  unveil  a  Memorial,  a  Marker, 
a  Monument  to  our  noble  ancestors,  who  lie  buried  in  yon 
cemetery.  They  lie  sleeping  there  for  65  years  and  more. 
Little  did  they  think  after  65  years  there  would  be  such  an 
assemblage — such  a  gathering  of  their  descendants  which 
are  numbered  by  the  thousands — as  this.  Out  of  a  family 
of  five  children,  John  was  the  only  male  member,  and  it  is 
from  this  one  the  name  Stauffer  has  been  handed  down  to 
us.  The  old  log  house  in  which  he  lived  is  still  standing, 
almost  within  the  sound  of  my  voice.  It  was  in  this  house 
one  of  our  noble  Vice  Presidents  first  saw  the  light  of  day. 
Truly,   we   are    descendants    of  good,   sound,    strong  and 
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sturdy  stock,  for  four  of  our  Vice  Presidents,  three  of  whom 
are  present,  have  lived  way  beyond  four  score  years,  and 
one  of  them  rapidly  approaching  the  century  mark. 

Third.  We  are  here  to  re-unite  this  great  Stauffer 
family.  Not  only  the  descendants  of  John,  but  any  other 
branches  that  may  have  taken  enough  interest  to  be  present. 
Let  us  have  a  pleasant  and  profitable  day.  After  being  in 
this  country  two  hundred  years,  surely  it  is  time  to  re-unite 
and  become  better  acquainted,  extend  the  branches  of  our 
family  tree,  figure  up  our  genealogy  and  properly  start  out 
the  third  century  of  the  Stauffers  in  this  country. 

Again  I  bid  you  welcome.

The  traveller  in  Southern  Germany  who  includes  Gop- 
pingen  in  his  itinerary  will  find  on  the  table  in  his  hotel  a 
daily  paper  called  '  'Der  Hohenstaufen."  The  name  appears 
frequently  in  this  section  of  Germany  as  the  name  for  a 
newspaper,  a  hotel  or  other  public  institution.  They  are 
so  named  for  the  mountain  lying  about  four  miles  distant, 
which  was  the  home  of  the  ancient  Royal  Family  of 
Hohenstaufen . 

Let  us  take  the  beautiful  drive  to  the  foot  of  this 
mountain.  The  roads  are  excellent  resembling  our  Maca- 
dam or  the  English  Telford  roads.  They  lead  through  fine 
forests,  planted  and  owned  by  the  government,  and  past 
fertile  well  kept  farms.  On  the  way  we  pass  a  group  of 
three,  a  man,  a  boy,  and  a  woman,  walking  np  a  hill.  The 
man  carries  his  pipe  and  a  cane  ;  the  boy  has  his  knife  and  a 
stick ;  the  woman  carries  a  large  market  basket  and  an 
immense  bundle.     This  is  Germany. 

On  arriving  at  the  village  of  Hohenstaufen  we  leave 
our  horses  at  the  hotel  stables  while  we  walk  up  the  moun- 
tain. The  hostler  takes  charge  of  them,  but  the  hostler  is 
a  girl — stall-magd.  She  is  stocky  and  coarse  looking, 
wears  wooden  soled  shoes,  and  handles  the  horses  in  genu- 
ine hostler  fashion. 

A  walk  through  the  village  reveals  some  queer  sights. 
Here  is  a  woman,  sister  to  the  stall-magd  in  appearance  at 
least,  who    is   driving  two    cows  hitched  to  a  hay  wagon. 
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She  strides  beside  her  team  like  a  man.  The  next  surprise 
comes  when  we  find  that  ahnost  without  exception  the 
houses  are  built  to  accommodate  the  family  on  the  second 
floor,  and  the  cows  on  the  street  floor.  Some  of  the  family 
rooms  look  neat  and  clean,  but  the  village  is  not  attractive. 
But  if  any  one  twits  you  about  the  village  tell  him  that  our 
ancestors  lived  on  the  mountain,  and  this  is  the  village  of 
their  retainers  corresponding  to  the  "quarters"  on  a  south- 
ern plantation.     We  came  from  the  big  house. 

At  the  upper  end  of  the  village  is  the  school  house,  the 
modern  church,  and  the  old  Royal  Church.  This  is  called 
the  Barbarossa  Church  in  honor  of  its  founder.  It  is  about 
750  years  old. 

The  exterior  has  been  restored  and  there  is  a  box  for 
contributions  toward  restoring  the  interior.  The  walls  are 
of  stone  and  plaster  and  the  cornice  consists  of  the  coats  of 
arms  of  the  various  cantons  governed  by  the  old  dynasty. 
There  is  a  belfry  containing  the  original  bells  and  they  are 
still  rung  for  the  services  in  the  modern  church.  The 
cemetery  adjoins  the  church  but   contains  no  royal  graves. 

There  are  two  entrances  to  the  church, — the  public 
doorway  facing  the  town,  and  the  royal  entrance  from  the 
hill.  Over  the  public  doorway  is  this  inscription,  "  Zu 
Ehren  des  Grossen  Geschlechts  derStaufer"  "Erneut  1859," 
which,  interpreted  reads:  "in  honor  of  the  great  Ancestors 
of  the  Staufers."      "Restored  1859." 

The  interior  of  the  church  is  without  pews  or  floor, 
the  ceiling  is  half  gone,  and  the  walls  are  crumbling  in 
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places,  but  enough  remains  to  serve  as  a  model  for  the  res- 
toration. There  are  faded  frescoes  on  the  walls,  the  best 
preserved  being  over  the  royal  entrance  and  behind  the 
altar.  You  will  be  glad  of  the  opportunity^  to  contribute 
your  portion  to  restore  the  interior  also. 

The  road  leading  to  the  top  of  the  hill  winds  through 
a  grove.  It  is  not  very  steep  nor  long  and  the  effort  to 
make  the  ascent  is  amply  repaid  by  the  view  alone.  The 
hill  is  conical  in  shape,  and  on  a  reasonably  clear  day  there 
is  an  unobstructed  view  of  seventy  miles  in  every  direction. 
Staufeneck  is  plainly  visible  and  a  black  belt  beyond  desig- 
nates the  Schwartz  Wald  or  Black  Forest.  The  view  is 
over  fields,  forests  and  meadows,  and  countless  cities  and 
towns.     Perhaps  it  was  of  this  castle  that  the  poet  wrote 

Es  stand  in  alten  Zeiten  ein  Schloss  so  hoch  und  hehr 
Weit  glanzt  es  uber  das  L,ande  bis  an  das  blaue  Meer. 

There  is  an  artistic  stone  schutze-halle  or  shelter  near 
the  site  of  the  old  castle.  But  all  that  remains  of  the  old 
home  of  the  Kings  is  one  stone  to  mark  the  spot.  The 
castle  was  removed  to  Goppingen  and  is  rebuilt  as  the  city 
hall.  There  one  can  still  see  some  of  the  features  that  dis- 
tinguished the  castle.  Among  them  are  the  quaint-doorway 
with  its  curious  carvings  and  the  beautiful  spiral  stairway 
with  its  grape  vine  ceiling. 

In  the  rest  room  on  the  hill  there  is  a  bronze-tablet 
containing  this  inscription  "Zum  Gedachtniss  des  Staufis- 
chen  Kaiserge-schlechtes,"  "in  Memory  of  the  Royal 
Family  of  Staufers." 

Below  this  is  a  bronze  group  of  the  kings  and  the  in- 
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scription   "Die  Staufer  auf  den  Deutschen  Throne,"  with 

their  names : 

Konrad  III,  Friedrich  I,  Heinrich  VI, 

1138-1152  1152-1190  1190-1197 

Philipp,  Friedrich  II,  Konrad  IV, 

1198-1208  1215-1250  1250-1254 

We  take  some  leaves  and  pebbles,  a  few  camera  pictures, 

and  a  last  look  at  the  beautiful  view  and  the  historic  spot, 

then  walk  down  the  hill,  more  quiet  and  sober  than  when 

we  came  up. 

So  this  is  where  they  lived  and  reigned,  these  forefa- 
thers of  ours. 

And  when  we  look  at  the  majestic  hill  and  the  beauti- 
ful valley  we  do  not  wonder  that  when  Frederick  von 
Buren  felt  too  confined  in  the  valley  of  Buren  he  chose  this 
spot  on  which  to  build  his  castle  for  his  bride  Hildegarde. 
Here  their  children  were  born,  one  daughter  Adelheit,  Count 
Ludwig  von  Buren,  Otto,  prominent  in  history  as  the  Bishop 
of  Strasburg  and  Frederick,  founder  of  the  dynasty. 

As  a  reward  for  fidelity  and  service.  Emperor  Henry 
VI  gave  to  Frederick  the  hand  of  his  only  daughter  Agnes 
in  marriage,  and  the  Dutchy  of  Suabia  as  a  dowry.  Here 
began  the  fued  between  the  House  von  Hohenstaufen  and 
the  Guelphs.  Frederick  died  in  1105  leaving  two  sons,  one 
of  whom  after  a  contest  became 

Konrad  III, 
the  first  of  the  Hohenstaufen    Kings.     He  was  crowned 
March  15,  1138.     He  died  in   1152  and  was  succeeded  by 
his  nephew 
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Frederick  I, 
the  Frederick  of  Barbarossa  of  history.  Frederick  I,  was 
victorious  in  arms  and  enlarged  his  kingdom.  He  quar- 
reled with  the  reigning  Pope  but  was  reconciled  through 
the  mediation  of  one  of  the  Doges  of  Venice.  In  repeating 
his  vow  the  Pope  said  "To  me  and  St.  Peter,"  but  Barba- 
rossa said  "Not  to  you  but  to  St.  Peter."  He  died  in  a 
crusade  against  the  Turks.

Barbarossa  was  succeeded  by  his  son 

Henry  VI. 
Henry  VI  subdued  Naples  and  Sicily  and  caused  him- 
self to  be  crowned  at  Palermo.     He  died  in  1197  and  was 

succeeded  by 

Philip 

the  son  of  Frederick  Barbarossa.     Philip  was  assassinated 

after  a  reign  of  ten  years  and  was  succeeded  by 
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Frederick  II 
son  of  Henry  VI.     Frederick  studied  under  Pope  Innocent 
III  and  was  very  scholarly  and  cultured.     He  was  crowned 
in  1215.     In  1220   he  removed  his  court  to  Naples,  where 
there  are  still   to   be  seen   many   evidences   of  his    reign. 
Among  them  are  a  marble  statue   of  himself  in  the  Palazzo 
Reale,  and  the  University  which  he   founded.     He  died  in 
1250  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son 
Conrad  IV. 
Conrad  IV    died   in    1254  leaving  his  only  son  Conrad  or 
Conradine  heir  to  his  kingdom   and  his  quarrels.     But  the 
young  king  was  taken  prisoner  and  murdered  at  the  age  of 
15   and  with  him  ended  the   Hohenstaufen  dynasty   after 
reigning   116  years. 

With  the  fall  of  the  Imperial  House,  all  who  claimed 
connection  took  flight  to  Baden,  Bavaria,  or  to  Switzerland, 
and  the  beautiful  palace  of  Hohenstaufen  was  deserted. 

In  a  diary  written  nearly  400  years  later,  partly  in 
French  and  partly  in  German,  we  find  what  we  think  is 
the  next  definite  link  in  our  history.  The  extracts  are 
taken  from  the  diary  of  Hans  Staufer  in  his  trip  over  Ger- 
many, Holland  and  England  on  his  way  to  America.  This 
diary  is  said  to  be  still  in  existence. 

"Daniel  *Staufer,  a  descendant  of  the  Ancient  house  of 
Hohenstaufen,  of  Suabia,  born  about  1630,  lived  and  died 
at  Altzheim  near  the  Rhine  in  Switzerland." 

"In  the  year  1709,  I  Hans  Staufer  left  my  native  land 

*  The  name  is  spelled  with  one  f  in  Germany. 
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the  Schweitz,  on  the  fifth  daj^  of  November,  with  my  wife 
and  children,  Henry  9,  Daniel  12,  Jacob  13,  and  my  daugh- 
ter Elizabeth  with  her  husband  Paulus  Fried  and  one  child, 
Mary, — eight  persons  in  all." 

The  diary  tells  in  detail  how  they  set  sail  at  Weissenau 
on  November  8,  1709,  and  after  many  delays  and  adven- 
tures reached  London  on  January  26,  1710. 

The  exact  date  of  their  arrival  in  America  is  not  recor- 
ded, but  they  landed  during  the  spring  of  1710,  and  selected 
for  their  future  home  a  place  near  Valley  Forge  in  the  land 
of  Penn.  There  is  in  possession  of  John  Stauffer 
Mcllvaine  of  Chambersburg,  an  old  bible  printed  in  Lux- 
emborg,  in  1629,  and  brought  to  this  country  by  John  or 
Hans  Staufer.  Hans  Staufer  is  said  to  be  buried  in  the 
Mennonite  graveyard  near  Valley  Forge. 

The  family  immediately  stamped  the  name  on  things 
in  the  new  home  as  they  had  done  in  Germany.  On  the 
Stewart  farm  near  Shady  Grove  are  still  standing  the  walls 
of  old  Fort  Stauffer,  the  only  one  remaining  of  the  several 
forts  erected  by  the  early  settlers  as  a  protection  against  the 
Indian  raids  during  the  French  and  Indian  Wars.  The 
tract  of  land  on  which  the  fort  stands  was  originally  owned 
by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Stauffer,  a  minister  of  the  German  Baptist 
Church.  He  was  the  first  of  that  denomination  to  fill  the 
office  of  Bishop  in  this  country.  His  tract  of  land  com- 
prised one  thousand  acres. 

You  recall  that  earlier  in  the  paper  it  was  stated  that 
Hans  Staufer  had  three  sons,  Jacob,  Daniel  and  Henry. 
Henry  the  5'oungest  was  born  in   Altzheim,  in  1700,  came 
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to  America  with  his  father   Hans,  and   married  Magdalena 

Hess,  settled  in  Lancaster  County  and  became  the  head  of 

the  Lancaster  county  branch  of  the  family.     The  genealogy 

of  Daniel   the  second  son  is  Daniel,  Daniel  2,  Abraham, 

Jacob  O,  J.  S.  Stauffer,  who  was  a  printer  at  Quakertown 

in  1885. 

Jacob  Staufer, 

eldest  son  of  Hans  Staufer,  was  born  in  1696,  at  Altzheim, 
and  came  to  America  with  his  father.  Jacob  was  married 
at  Valley  Forge  and  moved  to  a  place  called  Herreford,  now 
Washington  Township,  Berks  County,  Pa.  He  was  one  of 
the  first  white  settlers  and  the  original  purchaser  of  a  plan- 
tation in  that  neighborhood.  He  was  obliged  to  take  his 
grain  on  horse-back  to  a  grist  mill  below  Norristown — a 
distance  of  more  than  twenty  miles. 

He  and  his  family  were  Mennonites,  and  his  body  is 
buried  in  the  cemetery  surrounding  the  Mennonite  Meeting 
House  which  adjoins  his  farm.  In  Jacob's  family  were  six 
children:  Henrj^  Christian,  Susan,  Ester,  Abraham,  John. 
The  Boyertown  Branch  of  the  family  are  descendents  of 
Henry  Stauffer  and  his  wife,  Maria  Buckwalter.  The 
Greenville  branch  are  descendents  of  John,  the  youngest 
son  of  Jacob. 

One  member  of  the  Lancaster  County  Branch,  Isaac  by 
name  went  to  New  Orleans  when  a  young  man.  Isaac 
Stauffer  was  born  near  The  Gap  in  1813.  He  went  to  Lan- 
caster and  then  to  New  Orleans  where  he  started  as  a  clerk 
in  a  business  house.  In  time  he  became  part  owner  and 
then  sole   owner  of   a  business  worth  two  million  dollars.

He  passed  through  several  epidemics  of  yellow  fever.  He 
died  in  1903  at  the  age  of  ninety.  He  always  retained  a 
great  interest  and  love  for  Pennsylvania.  His  first  earnings 
were  invested  in  a  farm  near  his  old  home  and  each  year 
he  returned  with  his  family  to  spend  the  summer  here.  His 
name  was  honored  throughout  the  South  as  standing  for 
honesty  and  integrity. 

Two  of  his  sons  married  daughters  of  General  Dick 
Taylor,  the  son  of  President  Taylor,  and  brother  to  the  first 
wife  of  Pres.  Jefferson  Davis.  Samuel  J.  Tilden  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  the  Presidency  in  1876  was  a  life  long 
friend  of  the  New  Orleans  family. 

John  Garrett,  former  President  of  the  B.  &  O.  R.  R., 
was  a  descendent  of  the  Maryland  branch  of  StauflFers. 

Christian  Stauffer, 
the  ancestor  of  our  branch  of  the  family  was  the  second  son 
of  Jacob,  born  December  18,  1728.  He  was  married  August 
25,  1756.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  al- 
though he  was  a  Mennonite,  he  enlisted  in  his  neighbor 
Anthony  Wayne's  regiment  of  Volunteers  and  was  with 
him  throughout  the  war.  He  took  part  in  the-  battle  of 
Three  Rivers,  Canada,  Ticonderoga,  Brandywine,  Mon- 
mouth, Stony  Point,  Green  Spring  and  Yorktown,  After 
the  close  of  the  war  he  lived  in  New  Hanover  Township, 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  died  July  14,  1798, 
aged  69  years.  His  family  were  Ester  (Bechtel),  John, 
Maria  (L,andes),  Ann  (Yerger),  Polly. 

John  Stauffer 
second  child  and  only  son  of  Christian  Stauffer,  was  born  in 


New  Hanover  Township, Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania, 
December  24,  1758.  He  married  Elizabeth  Yerger,  Decem- 
ber 18,  1782.  In  1809  theymoved  to  the  Klingaman  farm 
in  Ryan  Township,  Schuylkill  County,  Pa.  This  was  at 
that  time  a  part  of  Berks  County. 

About  the  year  1820,  the  I^utheran  Synod  of  Pa.,  sent 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Schaefer  into  this  commiinity .  The  children  of 
John  Stauffer  then  became  L,utherans,  John  himself  however 
remained  a  Mennonite,  saying  he  had  been  a  Mennonite  too 
long  to  be  anything  else.  After  the  death  of  his  wife  he 
resided  with  his  son  David,  and  moved  with  him  to  Cata- 
wissa  Valley,  May  10,  1839. 

He  died  while  visiting  at  the  home  of  his  son  Jacob  on 
Broad  Mountain,  one  mile  south  of  MahanoyCity,  March  5, 
1845. 

As  the  few  now  living  who  knew  Grandfather  John, 
were  children  when  he  died,  personal  traits  and  reminiscen- 
ces concerning  him  are  difficult  to  obtain. 

He  seems  to  have  been  a  normal  old  man.  One  grand- 
daughter, Angelina  Seeley  was  considered  Grandfather's 
pet.  In  summer  they  took  long  rambles  in  the  woods 
together  resting  on  a  log  when  they  were  tired.  Grandfa- 
ther often  fell  asleep  while  she  was  braiding  his  long  white 
hair.  Once  he  fell  off  the  log,  then  the  little  girl  was 
obliged  to  run  for  assistance  to  get  him  on  his  feet.  Like 
most  old  men  of  his  time  he  was  fond  of  hunting  and  fish- 
ing, even  when  he  was  obliged  to  walk  with  two  canes. 
One  of  the  boys  accompanied  him  on  these  trips  carrying 
his  gun  or  fishing  pole.     He  nearly  always  had  good  success. 
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He  was  in  the  habit  of  loading  his  gun  so  heavily  that  it 
would  "kick"  and  had  his  cheek  bruised  nearly  all  the  time. 
On  one  of  these  excursions  he  is  said  to  have  killed  24 
wnld  pigeons  at  one  shot  from  an  old  gun  which  is  now  in 
the  possession  of  the  President  of  this  Association,  given  to 
him  by  Wm.  Shell,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents. 

Another  diversion  was  to  go  to  the  barn  with  his  gun 
and  shoot  the  squirrels  which  ran  over  the  place.  Once,  he 
set  a  gun-trap  for  deer.  His  dog  followed  his  tracks  and 
next  morning  instead  of  a  deer  he  found  his  dog  dead  in  the 
deer  trap.  Whether  or  not  this  was  his  favorite  dog 
"Benny,"  is  not  told. 

In  his  more  feeble  years  he  carried  a  tall  cane  which  he 
grasped  in  both  hands.  As  his  temper  was  sometimes  testy 
it  was  wisest  for  the  grand-children  to  keep  out  of  reach  of 
this  long  cane.  Pie  died  at  the  age  of  86.  His  children 
were

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  so  little  information 
obtainable  concerning  our  Grandmother.  We  are  just  as 
much  the  descendents  of  Grandmother  Elizabeth  as  of  Grand- 
father John.  The  care  and  rearing  of  thirteen  children, — 
thirteen  Stauffers — was  not  an  easy  task  you  will  agree. 
We  would  consider  it  very  formidable  now,  and  in  those 
days  there  were  no  bake  shops,  no  ready-to-wear  clothes, 
no  sewing  machines,  even  the  linen  and  woolen  cloth  was 
almost  entirely  of  home  manufacture.  How  would  you  like 
to  be  responsible  under  these  conditions  for  the  clothing  of 
thirteen  robust  children,  to  say  nothing  of  the  problem  of 
the  table  ? 

If  we  could  see  a  picture  of  Grandmother  Elizabeth,  we 

would  probably   see  a  sweet   old   face,   gentle,    kind,    and 

patient,  with  the  strength  of  heroic  womanhood.     Her  body 

lies  here  beside  that  of  her  husband  and  her  youngest  born. 

"  A  mother  is  a  mother  still, 

The  holiest  thing  alive." 

We  are  a  long  lived  family.  Of  Grandfather  John's 
thirteen  children,  Amos,  the  youngest  died  of  typhoid  fever 
at  the  age  of  21.  The  average  age  of  the  remaining  twelve 
children  was  77  years.  Six  were  above  80,  and  one  reached 
the  age  of  93. 

Among  our  vice  presidents  we  have  one  member,  Dan- 
iel L.  94  years  old,  Henry  88,  his  brother  John  J.  85,  and 
many  whose  years  are  more  than  seventy.  And,  especially 
in  pioneer  days,  three  score  years  and  ten  represented  much 
of  toil  and  hardship  and  endeavor. 


But  we  their  descendeiits  are  the  gainers  through  the 
heritage  of  strength,  enterprise  and  viriHty  which  these 
conflicts  with  men  and  nature  developed. 

It  remains  for  us  so  to  use  them  that  the  name  of 
Stauffer  may  always  stand  for  achievement  and  honor.

When  I  consented  to  make  a  fifteen  minute  address  at 
this  meeting,  I  did  not  think  that  my  speech  was  to  be 
accorded  the  dignity  of  an  oration  on  our  programme,  and 
I  regret  very  much  the  disappointment  that  will  come  to 
those  of  you  who  do  not  know  that  I  am  no  orator.  In 
coming  here  to-day  among  so  many  Stauffers,  I  feel  some- 
what like  the  prodigal  must  have  felt  when  he  returned  to 
his  father's  house,  not  that  I  plead  guilty  of  having  dis- 
graced our  name  by  wasting  my  time  and  substance  in  riot- 
ous living,  but  that  I  have  been  grossly  derelict  in  my  social 
duties.  I  did  visit  our  ancestral  settlement,  Ringtown,  once 
when  I  was  about  eight  months  old,  but  the  acquaintances 
then  made  have  been  forgotten. 

However,  I  shall  pass  this  unpleasant  memory  of  neg- 
lected opportunity,  with  the  hope  that  I  may  have  the  plea- 
sure of  attending  many  more  reunions  of  our  family.  We 
have  come  here  to-day  to  celebrate  the  two  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  the  landing  in  America  of  our  pioneer  ancestor 
Hans  (John)  Stauffer  with  his  family  of  four  children,  and 
to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  pioneer  settler  in 
Schuylkill  County,  John  Stauffer,  his  great  grandson  and 
my  great  grandfather,  whose  remains  lie  in  yonder  church- 
yard, by  permanently  marking  his  resting  place.  When 
I  look  at  these  gray  haired  vice  presidents,  worthy  sires  of 
our  family,  I  am  reminded  of  the  remarks  of  Daniel  Web- 
ster in  addressing  the  survivors  of  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill, 
when  he  said:      "Venerable   men  !  you  have  come  down  to 
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us  from  a  former  generation;  Heaven  has  bounteously 
lengthened  your  lives  that  you  mightl  behold  this  joyous 
day."  To  none  assembled  here  to-day,  I  think  I  am  safe 
in  saying,  is  this  occasion  more  joyous  than  to  j^ou  the  few 
survivors  of  the  earl}'^  days  of  the  Stauffer  family  in  Schuyl- 
kill County.  We  have  not  descended  from  an  illustrious 
family  so  far  as  our  American  ancestry  is  concerned.  We 
know  of  none  who  were  distinguished  in  statesmanship,  in 
literature,  the  sciences,  the  arts  or  the  learned  professions. 
But  true  greatness  is  not  alone  found  here.  Napoleon's 
name  will  live  throughout  the  ages  yet  he  lacked  that  high- 
est rank  of  greatness,  viz:  Moral,  moral  greatness.  I  am 
informed  that  our  ancestors  were  principally  farmers,  a 
vocation  which  in  days  gone  by,  and  even  to-day,  is  looked 
down  upon  as  a  menial  service,  but  that,  which  I  dare  say, 
there  is  no  more  honorable  and  independent  calling.  I 
would  rather  spend  an  hour  on  the  farm  with  our  good 
Pennsylvania  farmers,  than  in  the  gilded  drawing  rooms  of 
some  of  our  so-called  dignitaries  of  high  society. 

Words  fail  me  in  paying  tribute  to  the  farmer.  Gold- 
smith has  done  it  for  me.  The  Lord  and  owner  of  a  large 
farming  country  in  England  had  turned  all  his  tenants  out 
of  their  farms  that  he  might  enclose  them  in  his  own  private 
domain,  for  pleasure  purposes  I  suppose.    In  describing  the 

scene  before  and  after  this  change,  Goldsmith  says: 
"111  fares  the  land  to  hastening  ills  a  prey, 
Where  wealth  accumulates  and  men  decay, 
Princes  and  lords  may  flourish  or  may  fade, 
A  breath  can  make  them  as  a  breath  has  made, 
But  a  bold  peasantry,  its  country's  pride 
When  once  destro_ved,  can  never  be  supplied." 


We  have  a  most  heterogeneous  mass  of  humanity  in 
this  country,  especially  in  the  large  cities,  and  I  believe  that 
in  the  farmer  of  the  future,  we  will  find  the  highest  devel- 
opment of  good  citizenship. 

In  the  large  towns  and  cities,  the  merchant,  the  pro- 
fessional man  and  even  the  mechanic  and  laboring  man  are 
so  dependent  on  each  other,  that  while  they  are  law  abiding 
and  peaceable,  yet  they  often  lack  that  independence  of 
opinion  and  openness  in  asserting  it,  that  is  characteristic 
of  the  farmer.  Our  ancestors  then  were  engaged  in  an 
honorable  calling.  Great  culture  and  refinement  were 
almost  impossible  in  those  early  days  of  our  country,  condi- 
tions were  primitive,  and  they  produced  primitive  results. 
The  conquering  of  the  wilderness,  the  overthrow  of  tyranny, 
the  formation  of  systems  of  government,  the  building  of 
schools,  churches  and  railroads  were  stupendous  tasks. 
These  have  been  done.  The  pioneer  days  have  passed,  and 
we  must  turn  back  to  the  work  which  our  ancestors  threw 
aside  for  the  sterner  realities  of  life;  we  must  conquer  our- 
selves and  develop  a  high  standard  of  citizenship. 

The  crucible  is  in  the  refining  fire.  We  are  in  a  cru- 
cial stage  as  a  government,  our  success  rests  with  the  indi- 
vidual, our  government  will  be  no  better  than  the  average 
citizen,  water  rises  no  higher  than  its  source.  In  a  mon- 
archy the  character  of  the  sovereign  is  all  important,  in  a 
democracy  the  average  citizen.  In  observing  people  we 
find  in  some  families  certain  traits  of  character,  certain  tal- 
ents and  peculiarities  that  distinguish  them  from  others.    ^ 
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am  informed  that  our  ancestors  were  especially  noted  for 
their  simplicity,  their  piety  and  their  industry,  traits  that 
will  surely  keep  the  possessor  of  them  out  of  jail  and  out  of 
the  poor  house. 

While  they  have  had  these  noble  traits  of  character, 
and  while  we  may  justly  feel  proud  of  them,  yet  we  must 
remember  that  the  question  in  America  is  ' '  what  is  the 
man  "  not  what  were  his  ancestors.  Here  he  may  be  born 
in  a  hut  and  some  day  ride  upon  the  crest  of  the  highest 
wave  of  popularity. 

We  justly  boast  of  the  excellence  and  superiority  of  our 
form  of  government,  and  we  believe  there  is  none  to  equal 
it,  but  the  question  comes  frequently  to  me  to-day:  Have 
we  not  fallen  far  short  in  the  execution  and  administration 
of  this  government,  no  doubt  we  have. 

Nations  like  individuals  profit  by  past  mistake,  and  I 
believe  there  is  a  silvery  lining  to  the  clouds  that  seem  to 
threaten  destruction. 

Men  are  beginning  to  learn  the  true  meaning  of  equal- 
ity of  birth  and  the  right  to  life  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness,  that  equality  in  these  does  not  mean  equality 
in  results,  in  achievement,  and  that  under  a  form  of  govern- 
ment like  ours,  greater  inequality  exists  among  the  people 
than  in  any  other  form  of  government. 

Wise  legislation  and  strict  execution  of  law  regardless 
of  who  may  be  affected  are  necessary,  otherwise  the  step  to 
anarchy  is  not  far.  Wealth  and  influence  dare  not  affect 
the  administration  of  justice.

A  bright  hope  for  the  future  welfare  is  the  slow  but 
gradual  disappearance  of  party  prejudice  among  our  people. 
We  need  more  Lincolns,  more  Folks,  more  Roosevelts, 
more  Johnsons,  more  men  who  will  stand  for  right  in  mat- 
ters of  government.  I  suppose  there  will  always  be  at  least 
two  great  political  parties  in  our  country  and  I  believe  there 
should  be,  but  I  could  never  understand  why  politics  like 
property  should  be  transmitted  from  sire  to  son.  The 
father's  judgment  may  have  been  right,  but  his  party  may 
have  gone  wrong. 

We  want  our  young  men  educated  not  only  to  read, 
write,  and  to  figure,  but  also  to  think,  to  think  for  them- 
selves and  especially  in  politics  in  these  days  of  political 
fraud  and  trickery.  I  said  a  while  ago  that  party  lines 
were  disappearing.  Why,  it  looks  to  me  as  though  the  old 
political  parties  have  little  left  to  distinguish  them  except 
their  names. 

Good  citizenship  is  the  great  theme  of  our  good  men 
to-day.  Politicians  and  the  men  who  hold  party  above 
country,  scoff  at  reforms  in  government,  but  if  reforms  are 
conceived  in  unselfishness,  even  though  unsuccessful  good 
results  will  follow. 

Next  to  our  duty  to  our  God  comes  our  duty  to 
our  country.  As  a  large  and  representative  family, 
let  us  resolve  to  exemplify  in  our  lives  the  grand  traits  of 
character  possessed  by  our  ancestors  and  thereby  create  for 
ourselves  and  our  children   a   high   standard  of  citizenship. 

The  highest  eulogy  that  can  be  pronounced  over  a  man 


is  to  have  it  said  of  him  that  he  was  a  good  man,  a  good 
citizen. 

May  we  so  live,  that  when  our  summons  comes  to  join 
that  innumerable  caravan  which  moves  to  that  mysterious 
realm,  where  each  shall  take  his  chamber  in  the  silent  halls 
of  death,  that  it  may  be  said  of  us,  we  were  good  citizens.

Arrivals  in  America  of  emigrants  later  than  John  Stauffer  of  17l0 
wereVeronica  Stauffer  who  with  four  sons  landed  at  Baltimore  in  1717. 
Three  of  the  sons  settled  in  Pa.,  and  tradition  says  the  fourth  made 
his  home  in  Canada. 

Rev.  William  Staufifer  a  minister  of  the  German  Baptist  Church 
came  to  this  country  in  1754.  He  become  the  owner  and  settler  of  a 
tract  of  1000  acres  of  land  near  Shady  Grove.  Fort  Stauffer  was 
erected  here  as  a  protection  against  Indian  attacks. 

Johann  Stauffer  born  in  Switzerland  in  1817  came  to  America  in 
1882,  settled  in  Ohio,  died  in  1890.  Elizabeth  Stauffer  born  in  Switz- 
erland in  1845  came  to  America  in  1890,  settled  in  Ohio. 

Benedict  Stauffer  born  in  Bavaria,  came  to  this  country  and  was 
married  in  Philadelphia  on  May  5,  1829,  to  vSarah  Anna  Stackhouse. 
He  died  in  1835,  leaving  one  son  William  Stauffer  born  Feb.  25,  1830. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  all  in  attendance  at  the  reunion  to  greet 
the  three  oldest  members  of  the  Association:  D.  L.  Stauffer  of  Hazle- 
ton  was  brought  on  an  easy  chair  fastened  on  a  wagon  which  was  in 
charge  of  his  son  and  his  grandson.  Henry  Stauffer  of  Nuremburg 
was  brought  in  a  carriage,  in  care  of  his  son  and  daughters.  John 
J.  Stauffer  of    Ringtown  was  in    care  of    his  son  Maurice. 

Probably  the  greatest  difficulty  in  finding  the  place  at  which  the 
reunion  was  held,  was  experienced  by  George  C.  Stauffer  of  East 
Stroudsburg,  and  his  companions,  who  missed  their  way  and  drove 
their  automobile  about  eighty  miles  in  their  efforts  to  find  the  place. 
The}'  arrived  just  in  time  to  witness  the  unveiling.
